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FOREWORD 


The information contained in this rcport — . 
has been obtained principally throuch direct int- 
orrogation, With regard te that pert of SCHELLEN- 
BERG's story, however, which deais with his offorts 
in the peace negotiations of the last fow wocks 
bifore capitulation, SCHELLENGERG's autcbiographical 
statement, supplemented by further intcrrogation 
whore necessary, has becn used as a basis, This 
account of the ovents of that time was writton in 
Sweden shortly aftocr the surrender of Germany and 
it has been considered that it was more chronologi- 
cally and factually accurate than his subsequent 
statements. 


Apart from certain observations: the inform- 
ation furnished by SCHELLENSERG on the organisation 
and structure of amt IV and amt VI has not boen 
included. in tho Appendicos as more acsurate details 
have been available from other sources, In this 
connection it must bo stressed that, taken by and 
large, SCHELLENSERG has shown himself undor intor~

24. SONWNENHOL SONNENHOL was a Legationsrat in the 
Auswaertiges Amt and a member of the SS; 
as suoh, he worked for some considerable 
tine for Amt VI in an honorary capacity, 
He was a porsonal friond of STEIMLE, who 
was able to recruit him for co-oneration 
in ἃ vartioularly binding form, SONNSNHOL, 
smo was concornod almost cxclusivoly sith 
Weoterm offairs, wae - connoisseur of the 
French situation, and as cuch very usoful 
to SiZIALE. Therefore, when he went to 
Switzerland he made an agreumcent with 
STEIMLE that he would make him privy to his 
resorta to tho Augwacrticos Amt. In srccinl 
cesses, in which it seemed certain that they 
would not fall on very recentive cround in 
the Aumvaertiges Amt he would give the 
renorts only to him, Such more or less was 
the arreement according to STSIALE, and 
SCHELLENBERG bolicves thet he once 
mentioned that he recoived both writton ond 
veroal reyorts from SONKGNHOL. Onc day 
SCHELLENBERG heard from Lerationarat 
REISICL (or REICHLE) in tho Ausvocrtigos 
Amt that SONIENHOL sas sondinz very 
intercatine reports from Switzerlend, from Ὁ 
where good links mizht be worked up sath | 
France, via govornmnt circles, Unfortunctoly ; 
thee reports wore all pigcon-holed in tho 
Ausweortigos Amt, «nd it was said that nothing 
could come of them. 0..e of the reasons for 
this was possibly that it appeared from them 
that in France, os in other foreign countrics. 
rurthor dovolopments in the SS, orgaisation 
were boing followed with great intercst, 
ainco in ite praition of powcr the SS. micht 
one day cven diggzolve the Party and 
attempt to make peace vith the Westurn 
powore, SCHELLENBERG informed STEINLE 
of the position and asked him to σοΐ - 
into contact personally with REICHEL, 
sshom he know woll and who wight possibly te 
sble to got this report for Aut VI; morvover, 
JCHELLENBERG hinted that ho τίσ very 
dicpleasod with SONNEMHOL, οὐ asked STBILLE 
to toll him to come to Berlin, sinco he ῤ 
wes particularly interested in thcso δ 
cuustiona of high politica. SCHELLENBERC . 
qlso gave RSICHEL, who wee going to 
Switzerland at that timc vith his tacit 
conacnt, the mission of ordering SONNENHOL 
to Bcrlin. REICHEL, who had δῷ osnocially 
good contact with tho Siriso Embacay in 
Berlin and also knew leading Swios τ' 
industriclistea, was in addition to endeavour ᾿ 
to got into touch with English cirelc:, 
since SCHELLENBERG hoped, by tho time he hac 
eatablishcd such contact, to have sot ao 
far ca to ba ablo to offer a cossntion of 
hoatilitios by Gonnany, Ho heard no moro 
from REICHEL, howover, nor did he have any 
further contact with SONNSNHOL,

TURKUL, Prinos, 


SCHELLENBERG last sew Prince TURKUL about 

the time the VLASSOV Comittee was formed, 

He did so at tho instigntion of OHLETZ, 

the Abteilungachef of MIL.C, who was 

workins on the KT? affair (see No.9 above) , 
of which TURKUL was one of tho chicf 

figures, The object was to thank hin 
nersonally for cll he had done, thus 
encouracine him to continue to work dospite 
the increasingly difficult roliticecl 
vooition, and to sive him the opnortunity 

he desired of discussing the VLASSOV 

problom with SCH@LLENBERG, The conforunce, 
at which TURKUL was accompanied by his 
adjutant, wag rather leng and dealt in 

detail with the problem of Bolshevism, , 
TURKUL cnumeratcd the misatckes mado avainst 
the Russians, above 511 in tho Ocouvicd 
arcag, and pointed out the changca in 
intcrnal policy inauzurnted by STALIN, 2,0. 
the trend towarde netionaliam and tho 
encourarancnt of rolision, ViwSSOV, he 
maintained, had not followed theac 
developments within Ruceia but, like the 
Russian P,O.¥'e in Germany, bed remainod 
truc to the Bolshevisctic creed ‘of 1944, 

Τὸ this he convincinzly traced back funda=- 
monte] mistekes in the manifesto which 3 
VLESSOV hed proclaincd in Prsquo, viz, { 
the failure to meution the Church queation 
ond the use of the phrase 'Tho Russian 
peoples’ inatead of ‘Russia’: owing to theeu 
defocta the VL.ASSOV movenent no longer head 

any influence in Rugsia, and thus did not 
Yulfil the purpose for which it had been 
formed, He added that it wes not 
necessary to start such a larce movement ; 
and give VLASSOV concessions in domoutic Ὶ 
nolitice (independent tribunals), which Ἢ 
were not without danger, merely to . 
influcnee the Russian P.0,.W's in Germany. 2%
